Whatever the evaluation of NCNA Heads and Tales, NCNA and myself 
are pledged to continue with this quarterly periodical. Why? No matter 
how it could be changed or improved, this periodical serves as that 
most necessary element in any organization and hobby: Communication. 


Communication is the first step in learning and knowledge, and 
without a doubt, free and open communication is paramount for a demo-

It is common for this or any organization to have those members 
as well as outsiders who criticize and complain. What is not so common 
is for the critics to stand up and do something constructive. 


Changes take time, and reforms cannot succeed overnight. NCNA has
